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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . It should be noted that the examiner of record has been changed from A. Ortiz to 
Edmund Lee. 

2. The notice of non-responsiveness mailed 09/04/06 has been withdrawn. 

3. The pending claims are 25-40. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claims 25-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Miyajima (USPN 6344162). Miyajima teaches the claimed process as evidenced at col 
4, In 5-col 6, In 13; col 15, Ins 45-67; and figs 1-4 and 22-23. Miyajima clearly teaches 
the various claimed matrix configurations; and the use of runners 29 and 29a to cause 
flow of material between adjacent cavities. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 25-27 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. USPN 6316821 teaches the state of the art.
